Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless It Includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative contacted the examiner to discuss the 
merits of the Office Action mailed 2/10/2004, Applicant argued that the Sinsley reference did not show compression 
molding of the burner panel. The examiner noted that Sinsley teaches the use of increased air pressure applied to the 
mold to remove water and dry the mold. This process is termed by Sinsley to be "pressure collation" and is 
distinguished from vacuum molding (see Sinsley, ool. 4, lines 52-55). The examiner considers that this process may 
properly be considered a means of compressing the mold and is properly considered compression molding. The 
examiner indicated that if this interpretation is not proper, applicant coufd submit an additional affadavit as evidence 
that the pressure injection technique in Sinsley is distinct from compression molding as recited by applicant. In the 
alternative, the examiner produced the Moore reference (US # 3,758,317) which describes the use of compression 
molding to form ceramic refractory objects for use in household burners (see Moore, col. 8, lines 34-69). The examiner 
indicated that this reference would be applied in the next Office Action. Upon submission of a proper amendment the 
application will be subject to updated and possibly further search. 
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
